W estern Federation of .Miners buried 
its dead. 
Fifty-nine bodies, includ­ 
ing those of forty-four children, were 
carried through the streets down a 
winding country highway and laid In 
graves in a snow enshrouded ceme­ 
tery within sight of hake Sup erior. 
Thousands 
of 
saddened 
miners 
formed the escort of the funeral p ar­ 
ties and p assed between other thou­ 
sands, who as sp ectators testified to 
the grief that has op p ressed the com­ 
munity since seventy-two men, wom­ 
en and children were killed in the 
Christmas eve p anic in Italian hall. 
For hours the Sabbath calm was 
broken by the tolling of bells and the j 
sound 
of 
voiceB 
intoning 
burial > 
chants. 
In half a dozen churches I 
services were held and the mourners 
j 
went about the streets, p assing from , 
their homes to the churches, back to 
their homes after brief resp ites and 
again to the churches to p rep are for 
the last sad trip to the gravesides. 
Delegations of strikers began com­ 
ing into Calumet early. 
A sp ecial 
train of nine coaches brought nun- 
dreds of federationists from the Iron 
mines of Negaunee and 
Isp heming 
and every town and mining location in 
the cop p er country sent members and 
friends of the union 
to swell the 
ranks of the marchers. 
Miners Quickly 
Fo rm Ranks. 


Five months of exp erience in dem­ 
onstrating their numbers by p arading 
bad taught the men to form ranks 
quickly and 
with little delay they 
lined up four abreast. 
The sup p ly of hearses 
was 
in­ 
adequate and there were only four­ 
teen of these vehicles in the van. 
Then came three undertakers' wag­ 
ons and an automobile truck. 
The 
latter carried three coffins. 
These 
vehicles contained the adult victims 
und the older children. 
Reside one 
marched eight women 
who acted as p allbearers for a mem­ 
ber of the Women's Auxiliary of the 
Western Federation of Miners. 
it was this » om en’s organization 
which was distributing gifts of can­ 
dy. shoes, cap s and mittens to the 
children of strikers when the p anic 
broke out.. 
Behind the hearses was a section 
of the p rocession which brought tears 
und sobs from onlookers. 
Thirty-nine 
white coffins, their size testifying to 
the short life of the little forms with­ 
in, were carried by relays of strikers. 
Four meu bore each coffin and as their 
arms grew weary or feet stumbled on 
the slip p ery roadway, comp anions re­ 
lieved them of their burden. 
Many Wo men So b Openly . 
Those drawn to Calumet through 
curiosity 
became mourners as this 
contingent p assed them. 
Men turned 
away 
to 
brush 
tears 
from 
their 
cheeks. 
Women, esp ecially the moth­ 
ers in the crowd, sobbed op enly, and 
dozens, unable to endure the sight, 
p ushed from the streets, taking ret- 
uge in homes whose Yuletide had not 
been directly saddened by death.. 
Others, too, were in evidence among 
the toil hardened men who carried 
the coffins. 
.They bore the bodies of 
comp anions’ 
children 
and 
many a 
rough sleeve was brushed hurriedly 
across downturned faces, the eyes of 
which were concealed by p eaked cap s 
drawn far forward. 
Fifty singers chanted hymns in the 
wake of the children’s carriers Most 
of these men were English miners, 
who had learned In Cornwall to chant 
Christmas carols in the streets and 
years ago brought this old custom 
to the cop p er country. 
‘‘Jesus, Igjver 
of My Soul,” 
” R<Jek of Ages” and 
"Nearer, My God to Thee,” caine from 
throats thick with emotion, but the 
harmonies were full and rich.

Chicago, Dec. 29.—An ap p eal to con­ 
gress to investigate conditions in the 
cop p er country of Michigan was made 
by the Chicago Federation of Labor 
in resolutions which directly charge 
owners of the mines and their agents 
with being resp onsible for the tragedy 
of Christmas eve, when seventy-two 
children and adults lost their lives. 
The 
resolutions 
also charge that 
Houghton county is under a govern­ 
ment by gunmen under orders of the 
mine 
owners and 
that Charles 
H. 
Moyer, p resident of the Western Fed­ 
eration of Miners, was assaulted, shot 
and driven out of Hancock by thugs 
and gunmen. 
The announcement that the Western 
Federation of Miners will concentrate 
its strength on the cop p er strike was 
made by Yanco Terzich, a member of 
the executive board. 
"We are going to win that strike or 
break up the organization.” he said. 
"As soon as Mr. Moyer is able he will 
by back there as the leader.” 
Charles H. Tanner, auditor of the 
W estern Federation, who with Moyer 
was escorted 
from Hancock, 
made 
charges against the Citizens’ alliance. 
“We have amp le evidence,” he said. 
"Half a dozen will testify that the 
man who called Fire!’ in Italian hall 
wore a Citizens’ alliance button.” 


Speaker Usee Fiery Wo rds. 


Em m ett T. Flood, national organizer 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
w-as the only sp eaker directly counsel­ 
ing violence. * 
“Meet them with their own weap ­ 
ons,” he urged. 
“If It is known that 
the state and county government will 
not give the p rotection guaranteed 
under 
the 
Constitution 
every 
man 
who goes to the strike region should 
have his own p rotection With him.” 
The resolution relates the condi­ 
tion of labor of the miners and de­ 
clares that rep resentatives of both 
state and national governments, after 
Investigation, have found 
that the 
miners had a real grievance. 
There 
Is 
only 
the 
most remote 
chance that the wound in Charles 
Moyer’s back will p rove fatal. 
Prob­ 
ably within ten days he will be back 
in the cop p er country of Michigan di­ 
recting the strike of the miners in his 
cap acity as p resident of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 
Unless blood p oisoning develop s it 
is p robable the bullet will be allowed 
to stay where it is, unless the p ro­ 
p osed investigation of the shooting at 
Hancock, Mich., imp eratively demands 
that the caliber of the bullet be ascer­ 
tained.

Percentag e o f Undeliv ered 
Mail 
1 « 
o n the Decline. 
Washington. Dec. 29.—The Ameri­ 
can p ublic is exercising greater cure 
in p rep aring mail matter, according 
to the annual rep ort of Fourth As­ 
sistant Postmaster General Hlakelee. 
The rep ort says the figures show 
that the fraction of a p er cent of in­ 
crease iu the receip t of undelivered 
domestic mail m atter for the last fis­ 
cal year is below the normal rate for 
some years. 
There were more than 
13,000,000 
foreign and domestic letters and p ar­ 
cels received by the dead letter office 
during the year and of these 6,440,000 
p ieces were restored to the rightful 
owners. 
The valuable inelosures in 
the letters made up a small fortune. 
Most of this, however, was returned 
to the senders

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NOTIFIES NATIONAL BANKS 


Treasury Sends Out Cop ies of Feder­ 
al Reserve Act. 
Washington. 
Dec. 
29.—Cop ies 
of 
the federal reserve act, the resolution 
for use of ap p licants for membership 
to enter the system and the blank 
drawn by the organization committees 
for use of ap licants for membership 
will be mailed to every national bunk 
in the United States, 
There are 7,500 national banks iu 
the country and since the time limit 
ior their entrance into the system 
was set by congress at sixty days 
treasury officials will bend all their 
energy at once to give them this sort 
o! formal notification of the enact­ 
ment of the law. 
The other 35,000 
banks in the United States will be 
notified as soon as the national bank 
list has been comp leted. 
There is 
no time limit up on banks of the let­ 
ter classification.

Democrats in congress have not over­ 
looked 
the 
p ossibilities 
of 
getting 
p laces for their followers in the legis­ 
lation which they have p assed. 
The 
tariff bill p rovided for numerous em­ 
p loyees which were excluded from the 
civil service. 
The same is true in re­ 
gard to the currency bill. 
Then there 
was another bill p assed In which dep ­ 
uty collectors were taken from under 
the civil service. 
Altogether quite a 
number of p laces have been fixed up 
so that p arty men cau be ap p ointed, 
and they need not fear the nonp arti­ 
sanship of civil service examinations. 
Mo re Mo ney Wanted. 
One day when the house went over 
the old road of economy talk Congress­ 
man Austin p ointed out that the p res­ 
ent cabinet officers had asked for $42,- 
709,000 more than their Rep ublican 
p redecessors. 
"1 am not comp laining 
of this,’’ said Austin, who believes in 
liberal ap p rop riations, “but I do com­ 
p lain of Democratic criticisms of Re­ 
p ublican extravagance in the face of 
w hat the Democrats themselves are 
doing.” 
The growth of the govern­ 
ment. together with new methods of 
exp ending p ublic money, create a de­ 
mand for money which cannot be re­ 
sisted. 
The Lo cal Demand. 
Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania did

Behind tile hearses was a section 
of the procession which brought tears 
and sobs from onlookers.

Four men bore each coffin and as their 
arms grew weary or feet stumbled on 
the slippery roadway, companions re­ 
lieved them of their burden. 


Many Women Sob Openly. 


Those drawn to Calumet through 
curiosity 
became 
mourners as this 
contingent passed them.

Women, especially the moth­ 
ers in the crowd, sobbed openly, and 
dozens, unable to endure the sight, 
pushed from the streets, taking ref­ 
uge in homes whose Yuletide had not 
been directly saddened by death..

H E R E are two gov ern men t In ­ 
stitution * which are busily at 
work plan n in g for an y possible 
con tin gen cy at this time an d 
yet about which the public hears little 
an d in gen eral kn ows little. These in ­ 
stitution s are the Nav al War college 
at Newport. It. I., an d the Un ited 
States 
War college at Washin gton . 
These are importan t aid s in man y ways 
to both army an d n av y. 
The Nav a! War college was the first 
to be established , an d Its fin al success 
pav ed the way for a like college for 
the army. 
The establishmen t of the 
n av y college was recommen d ed by a 
hoard con sistin g of Hear Ad miral Luce, 
Comman d er Sampson an d Lieuten an t 
Comman d er Good rich. This board was 
con v en ed in Jun e, 1884, an d in the fol­ 
lowin g October the college began Its 
career on Coasters’ Harbor islan d , n ear 
Newport. Hear Ad miral Luce was the 
first presid en t, an d the first class of 
eight officers assembled In September, 
1885. An other d istin guished presid en t 
of this In stitution was Captain Mahan , 
who held tin * office for sev eral years. 
The ad mirable books on sea power by 
Captain Mahan , which hav e brought 
so much hon or to him an d through him 
to the serv ice to which he belon gs, owe 
their origin to lectures d eliv ered by 
him at the w ar college. 
With each succeed in g session this 
school, which, like man y other v alu­ 
able In stitution s, began in a small way 
an d has attain ed Its presen t position 
through stead y progress an d d ev elop­ 
men t, commen d s itself more d efin itely 
to the con fid en ce an d support of n av al 
officers. 
it Is n ot In an y sen se a techn ical es­ 
tablishmen t. It has n o laboratories or 
■workshops, n or d oes it touch upon the

an d kn owled ge. These are prev iously 
obtain ed elsewhere—at the Nav al acad ­ 
emy In the first in stan ce, later at sea 
in cruisin g ships, In actual con tact 
with men , gun s, torped oes an d machin ­ 
ery, an d on shore at n av y yard s an d 
man ufacturin g station s.

These are important aid* in many w ays 
to both army aud navy. 
The Naval War college was the first 
to be established, and Its final success 
paved the way for a like college for 
the army. The establishment of the 
navy’ college was recommended by a 
board consisting of Rear Admiral Luce, 
Commander Sampson and Lieutenant 
Commander Goodrich. This hoard was 
convened in June, 1SH4, and in the fol­ 
lowing October the college began its 
career on Coasters' Hart*or island, near 
Newj*ort. Rear Admiral Lure was the 
first president, and the first class of 
eight officers assembled in September, 
IWC*. Another distinguished president 
of this institution was Captain Mahan, 
who held the office for several .years. 
The admirable l*ooks on sea power by 
Captain Mullan, which have brought 
so much honor to him and through him 
to the service to which he belongs, owe 
their origin to lectures delivered by 
him at tin* war college. 
With each succeeding session this 
school, which, like many other valu­ 
able institutions, began in a small way 
and bas attained its present position 
through steady’ progress and develop­ 
ment, commends itself more definitely 
to the confidence and support of naval 
officers. 
It is not In any sense a technical es­ 
tablishment. It has no laboratories or 
•workshops, nor does It touch upon the 
details 
of 
professional 
acquirement
